Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
under Sergeant C. H. Clarke of Bas- 
sano are scouring. the country for an 
unknown bandit, who, with a com- 
panion, held up and forced Thomas 
Charleton of Millicent to open his 
safe and turn the contents amount- 
ing to approximately $2,000 over to 
them. The robbery took place short- 
ly before m!dnight when Mr. Charle- 


s ton was returning from a visit with 


friends, and was about to enter his 
store, also his home, when accosted 
and ordered to “Go into the store and 
close your yap.” 

Mr. Charleton immediately got in 
touch with the police and furnished 
a description of the holdup man. He 
was described as be'ng young of me- 
dium height and bulld, and wearing 
blue overalls.

The financial situation which has developed as a result of these inequali- 
ties is one which will have to be faced and remedied by the newly-elected 
Parliament if the Western provinces and municipalities are to remain sol- 
vent and are to be enabled to extricate themselves from a position which 
has become intolerable 

So far as the municipal governments are concerned, their financial 
plight bas been accentuated by practical limitation to realty as, at least, the | 
principal tax base, and this applies to both rurals and urbans, only in dif- 
ferent degree. Land has more than passed the limit of its endurance as’ a 
source of revenue for governments. Other spheres of taxation are denied 
to the municipalities, and this is one discriminatory feature which will have 
to be remedied 

In seeking additional sources of revenue municipalities are cramped by | 
legislative action of their superior provinces and the provinces in turn are, 
hampered by Federal authority. 

What is needed is a nation-wide conference in which the municipalities | 
can get together with the provinces and the Dominion and, in a spirit of | 
tolerance and recognition of the difficulties of one another, come to an 
agreement which will provide for specific delimitation of spheres of taxation 
and a definite understanding that the several governmental units will not | 
in future encroach upon one another's taxation preserves. 

This understanding should be translated into legislative enactment and 
{f it involves amendments to the British North America Act, as undoubtedly 
it would, efforts should be made to secure the necessary sanction.

Liability On On | Any Farm 


Dog Improperly ; trained Is Harmful 
To Live Stock 

A dog is a very useful servant 
about the farm if it has brains and 
is properly trained, but ‘a btainless 
dog: is a lability on any farm where 
live stock is kept. Some people have 
the habit of setting the dog on the 
cows or pigs and sending them helter- 
skelter out of the yard or field. Asa 
rule animals so dogged are’ always 
nervous and it is impossible to get 
near them in the field or paddock. 
We like to go into the pasture and 
have the cattle come to us rather 
than flee away. 

A reader of the Farmers’ Advocate 
recently wrote asking if dogging 
cows did them any harm, and par- 
ticularly wanted to know if it made 
churning difficult. We do not know 
about dogging cows causing difficult 
churning but we are satisfied that it 
will affect the milk yield and possibly 
the fat test. A good deal of loss has 
resulted one way and another by 
having a fast working dog behind 
the cows when they are being put) 
into the stable. 

A dog will save many steps, but 
train it to walk the cows rather than 
run them. If it won't do this, then 
it has no place on a live stock farm. 
Some dogs are very eas'ly trained if 
they are in the right hands while 
other dogs never seem to learn.

More often 
han not it {s a distortion of hisori- 
cal facts and present motives. 

This could not be construed as 
erticiam because I am the first to 
admit that we are partially responsi- 
ble for this situation, I am afraid 
that we have been somewhat unmind- 
ful, I do not say of public opinion, 
but of the machinery through which 
public opinion is made and moulded. 
We were convinced and remain con- 
vinced of the basic justice of our 
case, and that conviction led us, per- 
haps, to pay insufficient heed to the 
agencies by which world opihion 
may be influenced. We have, there- 
fore, done little to present our case 
in its full light. We have ignored 
certain methods of appealing to pub- 
lic imag-nation, of exploiting popu- 
lar feeling. 


Our sincerity has been interpreted 
as indifference; our realism has been 
mistaken for cynicism; and this false 
view of my country’s attitude has 
been willingly spread by those eager 
to extract any apparent advantage 
from systematic misrepresentation. 
And what I mean by misrepresenta- 
tion {is not solely confined to the 
manufacture of apocryphal reports 
about air attacks upon imaginary 
hospitals and of the use of poisonous 
gas . 

The Accusations 

First, we are accused of engaging 
in a war for war's sake, for lust of 
power and military ry. 

To those who entertain that 
I w.ll simply say that they 
know the real Italy, 
know Mussolini. 

When Mussolini sent our young 
men to Africa, {t was because Italy 
has there a problem of life and se- 
curity which must be solved; it was 
because, all other methods having 
failed, 
tory—or realfty—permitted no other 
solution. And the youth of Italy re- 
sponded to that call, cheerfully and 
serenely. Why? Because they feel 
--as the whole nation feels - that the 
vital interests the country need

claims to have invented a machine 
for producing rain at will. . 

A “rain tower’ of cement, that 
would rise more than 2,000 feet in 
the shape of a funnel, is the “rain 
machine” that Monsieur Dubosc 
claims would bring refreshing show- 
ers. 

This tower, which is the small 
model he wishes to build for the 
Par's Fair in 1937, works on a hot 
air principle. Hot air would be 
sucked up the funnel and condensed 
around the top, thus creating rain. 
This hot air’ would be produced by 
the sun's rays on a glass house at 
the foot of the tower. 

Monsieur Dubosc explains that this 
tower, which would be twice the 
he'ght of the Empire State building, 
would not be sufficient to irrigate the 
Sahara.
